Please sub^J^ute the attached Sequence Listing 
pages 140 — 142 for those previously submitted. 


REMARKS 

Responsive to the communication dated August 15, 
2000, applicants state as follows: 

On page 29 of the specification, ten sequences 
appear in which " GAX " denotes a codon encoding both Asp (D) 
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and Glu (E) . According to the Genetic Code, Asp is encoded by 
GAT and GAC, while Glu is encoded by GAA and GAG. Thus, the X 
takes on the possible values T, C, A and G. The standard 
meaning of "N" is that all four of those bases are possible. 
Hence, while, in the sequence listing, SEQ ID NOs:l-10 should 
replace the "X" with an "N", there is no need for a "(ix) 
feature" to further particularize the meaning of that "N" . 

While we have corrected the Sequence Listing, we 
have left the sequences as they appear on page 29 intact as 
the "X" helps identify the scanning codon.
